LIKELY TO ESCAPE 
PRICE LIDS 


Washington The bulk of the items 
in the family food market basket ap- 
peared likely today to escape govern 


ment price controls fur some time to 


come 

With the exception of some meats, 
ree, and cottonseed oil, farm prices 
of food commodities are all stiil be- 


low price ceiling levels set by law 

For that reason, establishment of 
cerlings mght now would have [little or 
no effect on holding down food prices 
In most cases, the ceilings would be 
above current market prices so far as 
tarm products are concerned 

The law says ceilings on farm pro- 
ducts must not be below parity or be- 
low prices which prevailed during the 
39 days preceding start of the Korean 
war on June 25 Parity 1s a legal stan- 
dard for measuring farm prices. It 1s de- 
dared by law to be equally fair to 


farmers and those who buy their pro- 
ucts 

The latest government report on 
farm prices-—issued Nov. 30-— showed 


that only cotton, cotton-seed, wool, flue- 
cured tobacco, beef cattle, veal calves. 
lambs and rice were bringing prices 
above the minimum ceiling levels. More 
may be shown to be above the ceiling 
in the next report due Dec. 29. 

Some products were bringing less 
than two-thirds of their minimum ceil- 
ing in the last report. They included 
potatoes, grain sorghums, sweet pota- 
toes, grapefruit, and oranges. 

Other commodities which were selling 
for less than minimum ceilings included 
wheat, corn, peanuts, butterfat, milk, 
barley, dry beans, oats, rye, soybeans, 
apples, chickens, eggs, hogs and turkeys. 

The law permits establishment of 
ceilings on processed food products 
but not at levels which would hold 
farm prices below their minimum ceil- 
ings. 

In other words a bread price ceiling 
could not be set which would keep 
wheat from reaching the minimum 
ceiling for the grain. 

But it 1s possible that some proces- 

sed food items are selling for enough 
‘to permit prices of their farm law ma- 
terials to advance to ceiling levels. In 
such cases, the government could set 
cetlings on the prices of the finished 
items. 
| Latest reports show that the farmer 
i gets an average of 50 cents from every 
dollar the housewife spends for food 
The margin varies by items, however. 
The farmers’ share ranges from about 
18 per cent for bread to about 70 per 
cent for eggs and milk. 
; The government might justify ceil- 
‘ings on finished items processed from 
i farm products selling at less than pari- 
ty if it felt processors and distributors 
| could get along with smaller margins. 
! But on the whole, the government. is 
‚expected to allow most farm products 
to reach their minimum ceiling levels 
before it imposes ceilings on their 
i finished or processed products. 

While most meat animals are selling 
for more than their minimum ceilings, 
there is a question whether the govern- 
ment will put meat under price control 
until it is ready to ration supplies. 

Certainly, there is no disposition now 
to put ceilings on meat animals and 
meats at minimum ceilings. Agriculture 
Department officials say that to do 
so would discourage production when 
greater supplies are needed. 

Meat ceilings without rationing might 
well see consumers closest to meat 
production and processing centers get- 
ting more than their share, with dis- 
tant areas suffering shortages. This hap- 
pened at times during the last war.

San Francisco—-A soldier from Mis- 
sissippi and one from Louisiana told 
of being prisoners of the Chinese Com- 
munists for 21 days in North Korea 
before being released in an unexpected 
Red move. 

Samuel C. Odom of 
Flora, Miss., and Pfc. Timothy Jenkins 
of Columbia, La.

He said the Chinese were poorly 
equipped, armed mostly with old rifles 
and tommy guns, but that there were 
a lot of Chinese.

“They 
told us they would release us the next 
night,” Odom said. 

“Sure enough on the night of Nov. 
22 they took us in trucks to a point 
near our own lines and told us to get 
out and we got.”

large cypress started its growth. 

For the next 500 years the 
grew rapidly and became a giant among 
its neighbors. At this time disaster 
struck in the form of high winds which 
broke the top out of the tree,‘ leaving 
only a few limbs to support its growth. 
It is because of this damage and its 
large size that the tree was missed by 
loggers time after time. The topped 
tree grew very slowly and in the next 
100 years added only two inches to its 
diameter. 

During the summer of 1950 Billy 
Vandever, a logger for the J. C. Allen 
Lumber Company, discovered this giant 
tree while cutting on the land of Gil- 
bert Booker, a negro farmer in the 
vicinity of Thornton. The property at 
one time had been the old Smith 
estate. 

It took WVandever’s crew two days 
to log the tree which was 74 inches at 
the stump. It was cut into five 12-foot 
logs and each log was a truck load. A 
six tractor was used to load the logs 
onto the truck bed. When the logs were 
scaled at the mill yard they measured 
8,705 board feet, enough lumber to 
frame two six-room houses.

Booker was paid $87.05 for stump- 
age on the tree and it cost the Allen 
Lumber Company $261 to log the tree 
to the mill. The logs were so large 
that they had to be blasted into quar- 
tera before they could be sawed. They 
were split in this manner: holes were 
bored in a straight line every two feet 
along the length of the log; a quarter 
stick of dynamite was placed in each 
hole and they were set off simultan- 
eously with the net result that only 
slight damage was done to the timber. 

Take it from Mr. Allen, “this is the 
largest tree I have logged during my 
40 years in the timber business.” It 
may truthfully be called the last of 
its kind for it took 600 years for the 
tree to grow, and with the increasing 
demand for timber it isn’t likely that 
a tree will be allowed to stand for 
such a long period of time in the fu- 
ture.

‘sort of critic af we happen to need 
one) “One who expresses a reasoned 
opinion on any matter, involving a 


Judgement on its value, truth, or right- 
eousness of an appreciation, of ns beau- 
ty or technique." No. 2—"One given 
to harsh or captious judgement; a ca- 
viler or carper’’ No. 3—"One skilled 
in judgpng the merits of 
artistic works.” 

Personally, I would place Mr. Hume 
third category concerning his 
of Miss Truman's abihty I 
never heard Miss Truman sing 
‘but I understand from those thta have 
lthat her voice ıs mediocre. I am not 
a critic, neither am I in a position to 
judge her talent or lack of ıt—as the 
case may be Therefore, this is defin- 
itely not aimed as a criticism against 
the young lady. But, the thing which 
startled me was her father’s bitter mis- 
sive and lack of good sportsmanship. 
It is natural that a parent should try 
to protect its off-spring from embar- 
rassment, but it ıs also natural that 
once the off-spring gets into the lime- 
hight that criticism, fair or unfair, 15 
‚a consequence. It would have been so 
[much “sweeter” if Hume had been 
‚lavish in his praise and encouragement 
but would it have been honest? Mr. 
Hume (far from seeming like an “ul- 
i cerated old man”) simply gave his 
| plain, unvarnished, opinion—which, as 
„a critic, he is being paid to do. But, 
it results in what I have stressed be- 
|fore—that people simply cannot stand 
to hear the truth about themselves (or 
their own.) It 1s human nature to love 
flattery-—to want to hear the good and 
hide the bad-—but must we be such 
poor sports about it when we do get 
en ear-full of unglamorous accounts 
concerning ourselves? Surely, we should 
not go around threatening to beat peo- 
ple up for telling, what they consider, 
the truth Our Democracy is supposed 
to afford us the privilege of free speech, 
but isn’t it rather a risk to speak free- 
ly if one is threatened with a “flatten- 
ed nose” for exercising the privilege? 
Seems to me that Papa defeated his 
purpose if he was trying to spare hu- 
miliation since he succeeded in bring- 
ing the incident to the attention of 
the whole nation. Certainly, Hume 
proved himself the victor through his 
magnanimous assertion that “in such 
a time of crisis a man ought to be 
indulged in an occasional outburst of 
temper.” Pete Baird, in his ‘“Picayunes” 
in Sunday’s edition sums the whole 
thing up in his clever, brief quip, “No 
music critic is needed to tell us that 
Truman’s note was low.” (P. S. I have 
no particular political ax to grind in 
connection with this wordy observation 
of name. It is simply written as one’s 
human opinion pitched against anoth- 
er’s.)
